St. Pavt (Minn.,) July 28.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The Republican 
State Convention met at noon in the 
People’s Church, and was called to or- 
der by Senator Heatwell, of the State 
Committee. Ex-Congressman Mark 
Bunnell was chosen temporary chair- 
man. Committees were appointed and 
recess taken until 2 0’clock this after- 
noon. 

At the aftérnoon session a _ resolution 
was adopted amid great enthusiasm 
eulogizing Blaine, expressing sympathy 
with him in his recent: affliction and 
hope that he may be called into service 
again after having enjoyed a hard- 
earned rest. The Committoe on Reso- 
lutions had a long discussion on the 
question of local option, and finally de- 
cided not to mention it. | 

The platform reaffirms the national 
declarations: warmly indorses Presi- 
dent Harrison's administration; recom- 
mends a board of, arbitration for set- 
tling disputes between labor and capi- 
tal. It favors exclusion of objectiona- 
ble immigrants, preservation of the 


lation tending toward cheap, safe and 
accessible elevator and warehouse fa- 
cilities; laws to compel telephone, tele- 
graph and railroad companies to render 
the best services at just rates, without 
discrimination. It favors good high- 
ways; urges Congress to pass the 
Washburn-Hatch. Anti-option Bill; in- 
dorses Senator Davis for reélection; 
regards the employment of armed men 
by other than the proper authorities of 
the State as un-American and tending to 
promote lawlessness and breach of the 
peace. 

‘Ex-Congressman ‘Knute Nelson was 
nominated for Governor by acclama- 
tion, as was Frank Nye for Lieutenant- 
Governor. For Secretary of State, F. 
P, Brown was nominated. At the even- 
ing session Joseph Bobletter was nomi- 
nated for State Treasurer. 


FUSION IN COLORADO, 
The People’s Party and Silver League 
Unite on a Ticket. 

DenvER (Colo.,) July 28.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.]. The People’s party 
State convention concluded its work 
this evening. The ticket nominated 
was taken from the list °recommended 
by the joint Conference Committee of 
the Silver League and People’s party. 
Soon after the latter met this morning 
a platform was adopted. The platform 
warmly indorses the Omaha declara- 
tions and declares:

Dining isnot in Japan the serious 
business itisin England. The Japan- 
ese do not meet to eat, but eat because 
they have met, and conversation and 
amusements form the principal part of 
a banquet. Conversation need not be 
held only with your neighbors, for ifa 
man wishes te: speak to a_ friend in 
another part of'the ‘room he quietly 
slips the paper panel behind him, passes 

to the veranda, 


and sits down on the floor before his 
friend. Exchanging cupsis the chief 
ceremony ata Japanese dinner. Saké 
—a spirit made from. rice, resembling 
dry sherry—is drank hot out of the tiny 
lacquer and gold cups throughout din- 
ner, andthe musmes, who sit on their 
heels in the open space of the floor, 
patiently watch forevery opportunity 
to fill your cup with saké. When a gen- 
tleman would exchange oups—which is 
equivalent to dtinkiug your health—he 
sits down in front ofyou and begs the 
honor. You empty your cup intoa bowl 
of water, have it filled with saké, drink, 
wash it again, and hand it to your 
friend; heraises it to his forehead, 
bows, has it filled and drinks. As this 
ceremony has to be gone through with 
a great many times, drinking is often a 
mere pretense. Eating is, however, but 
a small part of the entertainment. We 
must be amused, andto amuse is the 
business of the geishas, the licensed 
singing arid dancing girls who are at- 
tached to every tea house. But the 
singers at a Japanese dinner only take 
the part of the chorus in a Greek play, 


girls represent or suggest by a series of 


splendidly dressed, and their movements 
are so interesting, so unlike anything 
seen in Europe, that we watch them 
with a curious sense of pleasure. 


The Gum Disease on Orange Trees, . 
_ [Azusa Pomotropic.] 

We do not know of a case of gum dis- 
ease among the orange groves of the 
Azusa Valley. As the trees get older, 
however we may expect attacks from 
this dreaded fungus growth., The symp- 
toms are rough patches.appearing on 
the trunks of the trees, from which the 
sap exudes in beads of gum. The roots 
are similarly affected Trees appar- 
ently dead are often brought back to 
complete.health, and as there are sev- 
eral hundred large trees a few miles 
west of here nearly gone with this dis- 
ease it might be useful toremind orange- 
growers of the Florida cure. The roots 
_are exposed, especially the tap root; all 
possible infection is cut away and the 
roots washed with water from a strong 
force-pump, after which they are 
drenched with sulphurous acid and 
water mixed in equal proportions. The 
causes of this class of disease are no 
doubt stagnant water, caustic washes 


and any fungus-breeding agency that 
may prevail’ When the cause is re- 
moved, cultivation and fertilization will 
often restore the health of the trees 
and bring them back to their wonted 
productive capacity.

They Are to be Tried on Charges of 
Conspiracy. 

(Idaho,) July 28.—|By the 
Associated Press.| A new plan oflegal 
procedure against the prisoners com- 
mences at Wallace tomorrow.

About forty prisoners could have had 
freedom a day or so ago had they not 
refused to sign paroles. Of the 200 
rifles known to have beenin the hands 
of the rioters on the 13th not a single 
one has been found, although a strict 
search has been made. e general 
belief is that they were taken into 
Montana upon the advent of the troops. 
This fact, more than any other, causes 
law-abiding citizens to dread the de- 
parture of the State troops.

The Drying Up of the Globe. 

[Popular Science Monthly.) 

Another essential cause of increase 
of dry land that might be added is the 
decrease of the ocean itself in oonse- 
quence of infiltrations of water through 
the crust of the earth, which is a kind 
of porous mass, into which the liquid 
elements percolates by innumerable 
fissures, taking possession of the depths 
and directing itself slowly toward the 
center, asthe internal fire diminishes | 
and the crusts crack open in conse- 
quence. Itis understood that the ac- 
tivity of volcanoes and many earth- 
quakes is largely due to this inevitable 
penetration of the water, which inter- 
nal heat transforms into vapor under 
pressure. Some geologists think that 
the primitive ocean has already dimin- 
ished in this way one-fiftieth of its vol- 
ume. The water is all destined to dis- 
appear from the surface of the globe by 
being absorbed by the subterranean 
rocks, with which it will form chemical 
combinations. The heavenly spheres 
exhibit sufficiently striking examples of 
such an evolution. The planet Mars 
shows what will become of the earth in 
some thousands of centuries, Its seas 
are only shallow Mediterraneans of less 
surface than the continents, and these 
do not appear to be very high; and in 
the appearance of the moon, all cracked 
and dried up, we have a view of the 
final state of the earth—for the absorp- 
tion of the water by the solid nucleus 
will be followed by that of the atmos- 
phere.

Again, 
brushing the animals thoronghly with 
soap wash'seems to cleanse the skin and 
make the coat more bright and glossy. 
Without any question, the kerosene 
emulsion barrel should find a place in 
every stockman’s barn. 

The soft soap emulsion is best for this. 
The more liquid nature makes it easy of 
manipulation in cold weather, and the 
large quantity of soap is very cleansing 
and wholesome. To apply, we usea 
common brush in case of cattle, horses 
or hogs, and incase of sheep, dip the 
animal right into the warm diluted 
emulsion. The costof material for an 
average cow is ahout 8 cents, and the 
time required for treatment less than 
five minutes.

Many things the committee will deem 
typicaland valuable which are lightly 
considered by their owners, such col- 
lections being often incomplete for the 
lack of some trifling object. Citizens 
of Southern California should all feel 
deeply interested in this loan exhibition. 


The Real Estate Market. 

The condition of the real estate mar- 
ket is always a pretty fair test of the 
prosperity of a city. Judged by this 
rule, Los Angeles certainly has nothing 
to complain of. Considering the large 
number of properties in the hands of 
weak holders, who bought for specula- 
tive purposes, and have been hard 


} pushed to hold their own, the tone of 


the market is remarkably firm. There 
is no sacrificing of property, and, except 
in cases of absolute necessity, it is diffi- 
cult to make a purchase below the 
market rate. There are quitea num- 
ber of Eastern investors here looking 
around quietly for bargains in business 
property, and anything of that descrip- 
tion is soon snapped up. ~- 
Meantime, building improvement 
goes on allover town at a most encour- 
aging rate, the class of buildings erected 
being far superior to those which were 
constructed during the boom. Solid, 
massive business blocks and substantial 
residences are nowtherule. The flimsy 
‘“‘dry-goods box’’ structure of the boom 
era is a thing of the past. 
For productive country property—es- 
pecially orange orchards—there is a 
particularly good demand, which will 
be still further stimulated by the high 
prevailing prices for fruits. It is not 
probable that anything in the nature of 


-a-Hoom- will -prevail—next—winter, 


everything points to a strong upward 
movement all along the line after the 
World’s Fair. Property-owners evi- 
dently realize this promising outlook, 
ana are holding their real estate, wher- 
ever they can possibly do so. Los An- 
geles property at prevailing prices is 
certainly as cheap as it ever will be. 


Rallroad Competition. 

The platform adopted by the Republi- 
can State Convention at Sacramento 
contains one plank which will be cor- 
dially indorsed by all progressive lib- 
eral-minded Californians, irrespective 
of party, excepting only those few 
whose personal or corporate interests 
are against advancement in the line in- 
dicated. The plank referred to -reads 
as follows: 

The Republican party of California 
has always stood for the material de- 
velopment of the State, and, believing 
that increased facilities of transporta- 
tion by water and by rail will conduce 
to thatend, it demands from the gen- 
eral Government the early completion 
under Government control, of the Nic- 
aragua Canal and the liberal expendi- 
ture of money to improve our harbors 
and internal waterways, and it invites 
capital to build into the State other 
competing transcontinental Slines.of 
railway, pledging protection and sup- 
portto all instrumentalities existing 
and to exist that may promote the gen- 
etal welfare and give the people the 

nefit of the law of competition. 

There can be absolutely no question 
as to the soundness of this plank. Let 
us hope that it will prove to be some- 
thing more than a mere formal decla 
ration. In any case, it placesthe Re- 
publican party of California on record 
in this matter, so essential to the State’s 
prosperity. 

The urgent necessity of the speedy 
completion of the Nicaragua Canal is 
universally admitted, the only public 
objection of consequence having been 
made by the president of the Southern 
Pacific Railway Company. It would be 
difficult, if not impossible, to name any 
single improvement which would so en- 
hance the prosperity of the State. As 
Warner Miller recently declared, the 
opening of the canal would double the 
value of every acre of land in Califor- 
nia. The markets for our perishable 
products would be almost indefinitely 
extended. California fruits could be 
laid down in London at less expense 
than it now costs to place them in New 
York. Every acre in the State, avail- 
able for fruit culture, would be eagerly 
sought after, at good prices. 

Meantime, pending the completion of 
the canal, we must have railroad com- 
petition, and even after the. canal is 
opened such competition will be neces- 
sary for sections of the State away 
fmm the seaboard, and for the whole 
State to ship its products to the Rocky 
Mountain and Western regions of the 


prison walls.

Perhaps no more striking evidence of 
the benefits of railroad competition can 
be suggested than that which is fur- 
nished by Southern California today. 
Ten years ago this was the most back- 
ward section of the State in material 
development, consisting chiefly of large, 
unimproved ranches, with cattle, wool 
and hides still the leading -exports. 
We were considered as almost beyond 
the pale of civilization by residents of 
the North. Even seven years agothere 
had been little change for the better. 
Shortly afterward, however, the Santa 
Fé came in with its liberal policy of 
building up to the utmost. the sections 
which it traversed. Then {followed a 
marvelous transformation in this hith- 
erto neglected section—a transforma- 
tion which has been @d still is the 
wonder of the Californians of the 
Narth. Wherever the Santa Fé has 
extended its lines, small productive 
rural homes ha¥e' replaced the great, 
bare, sheep ranches of the past. 

Contrast this with the slow develop- 
ment of the great San Joaquin Valley, 
where a line of freight wagons is being 
operated to compete with the railroad 
in hauling produce to tidewater. The 
difference is striking and apparent to 
the most casual observer. 

It is claimed by some advocates of the 
existing system that high prices of land 
stand in the way of the development of 
the State. This is only true to a very 
limitedextent. Thereis plenty of cheap 
land yet to be had—cheap in consider- 
ation of what it can be made to yield, 
provided the transportation company 
does not exact three-fourths of the 
profits for its share. How can such an 
argument be made to apply to Southern 
California? Are our lands lower in 
price than those in the central and 
northern portions of the State? And 
yet there are plenty of willing pur- 
chasers at the prices asked. The argu- 
ment of high prices for land will not 
hold. Give buyers a chance to mar- 
ket their products at a’ profit, 
and there will be no complaint 
about prices of land. What is ndeded 
is a system of liberal rates for the 
transportation of produce, in place of a 
system which makes the railroad a 
partner of the producer, with a major 
share of the profits and none of. the 
risks—a system of ‘‘all the traffic will 

Southern California enjoys the bene- 
fits of railroad competition and would 
like to see those benefits extended to 
the rest of the state. Ifthe Republican 
party of California shall live up to the 
declaration enunciated in its Sacra- 
mento platform it may earn the grati- 
tude and merit the support of all loyal 
sons of the Golden State.

For Killing the Microbes. 
(Washington Star.] 

According to the new plan or theory 
of disinfection for diseases like cholera, 
steam under pressure is relied upon as 
the best germicide. Chemicals may be 
adulterated, but not steam. It is sug- 
gested very properly that the new sys- 
tem may be as efficient in the United 
States as in Europe. It was success- 
fully employed by the French on the 
Pyrenees during the last cholera epi- 
demic in Spain, and France, therefore, 
brought the matter before the recent 
Vienna conference, which adopted it 
with practical unanimity. Thissystem, 
it is claimed, promises greater cer- 
tainty of stopping the spread of cholera 
than the old one, and also relieves 


‘travelers and shipping interests from 


vexatious delays. After a protracted 
voyage if the disease has not developed 
the vessel is allowed to proceed. Those 
which have had cholera cases during 
the voyage, but not within seven days 
before arrival, pass the Suez Canal in 
quarantine and presumably any other 
place under similar circumstances, pro- 
vided there is on board a medical officer 
and a disinfecting stove.

“The Chautauqua Assembly at Long 
Beach closed yesterday after a ten 
days’ session. The managers are jubi- 


| lant over its success, The receipts 


have far outstripped the expenses, and 
the interest in the programme kept up 
to its close. Yesterday was Recogni- 
tion day, and at 10 o’clock the proces- 
sion of Chautauquans formed in the 
grove adjacent to the pavilion. A 
band of music headed -the line, which 
moved toward the pavilion at 10:15, 
entering from the rear and passing 
through the arches which had been 
erected. In the last arch of cypress, 
thickly studded with pale pink dahlias, 


| hung the magic gate outlined in golden 


sunflowers and dahlias. Above it was 
the year, ‘1892.’ As the class passed 
down the aisle, led by Superintendent 
Winbigler and President S. H. Weller, 
D-D., and followed by the post-gradu- 
ates, the gate swung open and the class 
of six ladies passed thrdugh and took 
their seats upon the platform, which 
was profusely decorated with beautiful 
floral pieces. As easel twined with ivy 
held a tablet of white marguerites with 
the letters ‘“‘C.L.S.C., ’92,’? worked out 
in scarlet upon it.

POP-CORN 
Whata Monopoly of 


One Industry Would 
Worth. 
[American Cultivator.] 

Some Yankee, inthe enthusiasm of 
trade, wished that he had a monopoly 
on the ice cream business of Hades, but 
it could hardly be more profitable than 
the exclusive right to sell pop-corn at 
the World’s Fair. The sum of $250,- 
000 in solid cash has been deposited by 
twenty-five separate bidders, each plac- 
ing a certified check for $10,000 as an 
earnest of his good faith and intention 
to pop good corn faithfully. 

The $75,000 offer was picayuned, 
and was flatly rejected. n the 
twenty-five bidders began to fgure, and 
their bids ranged all the way from 20 
per cent. to 62 percent. of gross re- 
ceipts for theconcession. A ball of uni- 
form size to be sold for five cents was 
proposed by all the competitors. The 
62 per cent. man carried off the prize, 
and expectsto make a fortune ont of 
the 1.9 cents per ball left for him after 
paying the exposition its 3,1 cent. 

The final calculation onthe part of 
the exposition’-was that the concession 
will yield. $279,000. A little calcu- 
tion on the part of the Philadelphia

WHY RAILS WILL CREEP. 


Line Bound to Do So.

some attention of late, and while we do 


point on the fact that on lines running 
North and South the western § rail 
‘‘creeps’’ fasterthan the eastern rail; 
that is, this strange movement of the 
rail toward the South is more marked 
in one rail than the other on the same 
track. Furthermore, it has been noticed 
that on such a line the eastern rail 
wears ovt the fastest. Both of these 
points, we think, can be explained by 
the motion of the earth as it turns from 
the west toward theeast. Motiontends 
to overcome gravitation. <A_ rapid 
‘skater flies over the thin ice without 
breaking through, and a train at high 
speed has been known to leap a broken 
bridge unharmed. see 

Momentum overcomes gravitation, 
and the greater the speed the less 
weight on the rails. Everything that 
has free motion is dragged atter the 
whirling globe, every wind that blows 
and every tide that moves feels the 
influence, and our train going north or 
south is pulled over toward the east, 
and naturally presses the eastern rail 
most heavilv. The-western rail, being 
relieved of its share of weight, ‘‘creeps’’ 
more freely and qnickly. It is also 
noticed that the wheels that run on the 
eastern rail wear out first, and we can 
but think that this earth motion is the 
true cause. The practical side of this 
is, that the eastern rail and wheels 
should be stronger. 


How Our Globe’s Age is Calculated. 

The amount of lime salts in water 
which drains from districts made up of 
granites and basalts is found by compar- 
ison of different analyses to be onan 
average of about 8.73 partsin 100,000 
parts of water. It is further assumed 
by those who take this mode of reckon- 
ing the age of the world that the excess 
areas of igneous rocks, taken on an 
average throughout all geological time, 
will bear to the exposures of sediment- 
tary racks a ratioof onetonine. From 
these and other more complicated data 
it has been inferred that the elimination 
of the calcareous matter now found in 
all the sedimentary strata must have 
been going on through a period of 600,- 
690,000 years! This, therefore, rep- 
resents the minimum age of the world. 
Geologists aiso conclude that the forma- 
tion of the Laurentian, Cambrian and 
Silurian strata occupied a period of 
about 200,000,000 years; the red sand- 
stone, the carboniferous and the poecil- 
itic systems another 200,000,000- 
years, the remaining 200,000,000 
years being taken with the formation of 
all other strata. Thus we are led to 
believe that geological time has been 
enormously in excess of the limits urged 
by certain well known physicists, and 
that it has been ample to allow for all 
the changes which, on the hypothesis of 
evolution, have occurred in the organic 
world.

All Along the Line. © 


Riverside People are Now Anx- 
lous to Cure Old Drunks.

SAN BERNARDINO, 

The annual report of County Superin- 
tendent of Schools G. W. Beatty makes a 
fine showing for the work of the past school 
year. The school census shows an in- 
crease in population of the county of 9 per 
cent. This made an imperative demand 
upon the already overtaxed buildings for 
room, and the citizens have responded with 
aliberal hand. The greatest outlay for 
buildings has been in the city of San Ber- 
nardino, where a $60,000 High school 
building has been begun. Two new school. 
houses have been built and two others en- 
larged at Riverside at an expense of $31,- 
000. Redlands has doubled the capacity 
of her large school building at a cost of 
$12,000. Twenty-four new schoolhouses 
have been constructed during the year, 
providing all of the school districts of the 
county except three with ample, and in 
many instances elegant school accom. 
modations. The year has been marked 
by unusual activity in the matter 
of constructing school buildings. Two 
High school buildings have begun ofera- 
tion under the City and Union District 
High School Law. In one of these four 
teachers will be employed and in the other 
three. The past year has seen the inaugu- 
ration of a movement that has attracted 
wide-Spread attention throughout this 
country and in Europe—the mind-chart 
system, wocked out and first introduced 
here by Alex E. Frye, City Superintendent 
of Schools. By means of it teachers have 
made a special study of the characteristics 
of mental state of the children, to the end 
that points wherein they may be mentally 
weak may be readily discerned and the 
necessary steps taken to strengthen them 
in that particular The system has been 
found to work exceedingly well, and pro- 
motions in classes have been made upon 
the recommendation of teachers, based 
upon the story told by the mind charts.

The Redlands ctric Light and Power 
Company is com of Redlands people, 
who have purchased property up in the 
mountains, located as follows: Beginning 
with the middle line of section 13 of town- 
ship 1 south, ramge 2 west, and extending 
to the western line of the section and com- 
ing down to within about eighty rods of 
the Mill Creek ganja. The company has 
also filed on 4000 inches of waterin Mill 
Creek, to be diverted at a point just above 
the mouth of the cafion, to be used for 
power purposes. The water will be brought 
in steel pipes across the land of the com- 
pany, a distance of about two miles, tothe 
lower side of the property, giving a fall of 
500 feet. Here a $20,000 power plant is 
to be erectéd, with two six or seven foot 
Pelton wheels capable of cenerating 800 to 
1000 horse power. The chief object of the 
company is to provide electric motive 
power, the question of licht being secondary 
to this, although almost as important in 
the present state of the development of 
electrical science.

SANTA BARBARA. 


The Cool Weather Has Injured the 
Corn and Bean Crop. 


Farmers are Looking Forward to High 
Prices for Their Produce—An Ex. 
tended Review of tho Crops 
Around Santa Barbara. 


The late cool weather and fogs have been 
very favorable forthe corn and bean crops. 
In moist land Of land which has been 
cultivated in beans for years, that crop in 
places will be fairly good. In new fields or 
fields which have been farmed in barley, 
the bean crop will be light, in some places 
an entire failure. Cern which looked well 
upto the timeof putting out tassels and 
earing has,in many places, fired at the 
roots for lack of sufficient moisture, and 
fields which promised on abundant yield a 
few weeks ago will now make nothing. 
This is the case both jmiSaunta Barbara and 
Ventura counties. The corn crop will be 
very light, many places failing entirely. 

The bariey.c is also very poor, turning 

an. @€xpected, now since 
threshing has begun. If this part of the 
State is a fair criterion to judge by, farm- 
ers will certainly get a good price for their 
products. 

In the Los Posas and Simi Valleysin Ven- 
tura county, both heavy producers of 
barley, the yield will be little if any more 
than one-third of last yeat. A. B. Smith & 
Co., on the Los Posas, last vear had 40,000 


| sacks of superior quality; this year they do 


not expect, from the way it is turning out 


since as have begun threshing, more 
than 15,000, or about one-third that of last 
ear. 


R. W. Poindexter, in the Little Simi, told 
his his men to sack 3500 sacks then till the 
granaries and sack the balance.

RAILROAD AFFAIRS, 


More Talk About the Santa Fe’s 
New Depot. | 


A Special Trainload of Potatoes Goes 
to Denver. 


Making Rates for Carrying Exhibits 
to the Fairs. ; 


Everybody hereabouts would be glad 
tolearn that the Santa Fé company 
had really decided to build a new pas- 
senger station in thiscity, but the im- 
provement has been promised so long 
that only ‘‘seeing is believing.’’ Mr. 
Manuel, during his recent visit here 
was convinced of the need ofa new 
depot, but, as a high official of 
the Santa Fé lines said yesterday he is 
not convinced that the company has the 
money to spend forit. No definite in- 
formation on the subject is known by 
any one here unless it is that the stone, 
which is piled on the supposed site of 
the new depot, does not belong to the 
railroad company at all, and conse- 
quently that point of circumstantial 
evidence is sadly at fault. 

FREIGHT RATES TO THE FAIR. 
General Freight Agent Hynes, of the 
Southern California lines, has issued a 
circular announcing that articles for ex- 
hibition at the State, county, district 
and local fairs in this State will be way- 
billed at regular rates and charges col- 
lected on delivery. On returning, these 
shipments will be returned freé to the 
original point of shipment subject to 
the rule. The original expense bill 
must be presented, accompanied by a 
certificate from the secretary of the 
Fair Association, stating that the prop- 
erty was on exhibition and has not 
changed ownership. Those who have 
paid freight charges to the fair on per-

another by criminal means.” [Section 
1510, P.C.] Coroner Weldon immedi- 
ateiy ordered that the body be exhumed 
and subpoenaed a jury and witnesses, 
who were directed to appear for the 
purpose of holding an inquest, this 
morning. This action occasioned a 
good deal of excitement at Downey, as 
it was generally known that the unfor- 
tunateé woman was deafand that her 
death was purely an accidental one; 
but nevertheless Coroner Weldon would 
unquestionably be derelict in his duty 
should he have allowed the matter to 
‘pass unnoticed, under the provisions of 
the section above quoted.

Wednesday night the Santa Fé started | 


case, and as Goodman has worked up 


bitrarily prevent one from engaging in 


A HORRIBLE DEATH. 


A Divorce Suit the Cause of Adam 
Clements’ Suicide. 


His Wife Joined the Salvation Army and 
Left Him—He Writes a Most Sin- 
gular Letter—Lying at 
the Morgue. 


A few days ago Mrs, Lena Clements 
brought suit for divorce against her 
husband, Adam Clements, who conducts 
a wood, coal and hay yard at No. 407 
Aliso street, and the result was the hor- 
rible death of the defendant by a sui- 
cide’s hand at 1 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, when he blew his brains out 
in the rear of his place of business. 

Mrs. Clements sets forth in her prayer 
for divorce that she cannot live with 
her husband on account of extreme 
cruelty, etc. She recently became a 
member of the Salvation Army and has 
spent but little time at home since. 
Deceased was married before and had 
two ages | his first wife, who are about 
grown. ¢y are said to be hard cases, 
and when the father wished to send 
them to the Whittier Reform school 
some days ago the stepmother took 
their part and a general row took 
place... . 

Day before yesterday Clements, who 
is worth $7000 or $8000, was ordered 
to pay into court to defray court costs 
and attorneys’ fees $300 and $50 a 
month alimony while the case is pend- 


ing. 

ft is supposed that this so worked on 
Clements’s mind that he decided to take 
his own life. He secured an English 
bulldog pistol yesterday at noon, and 
after writing the following note, which 
was found on his person, he made his 
way to a shed in the rear of his place 
of business and was not again seen 
alive: 

‘July the 28 

‘this statement I make to the world 
that Adam Clements would never open 
in Court a gainst my wife Lena Clem- 
ents You morded me Adam good Cria 
here is three hundred and eighty dolers 
give it to bery me A Clements the law 
can tak the belenes.’’ 

A few minutes before 1 o’clock a pis- 
tol shot was heard in the shed, and on 
rushing back several men found Clem- 
ents 1 ng on the ground |with an ugly 
wound in his right temple. An exam- 
ination showed that he was dead and 
his body was removed to Orr & Sutch’s, 
where an inquest will be held this 


He was a native of Ireland and about 
46 years of age. He married his last 
wife two- years ago. On searching 
his body at the morgue $880 were 
found in his pocket.
